AN ANSWER TO "KILLING THE DINOSAURS” 


By Reg Ansell 


‘he science of Paleontology has informed 
us of the swift end of the dinosaurs due to 
a catastrophic natural phenomenon, never 
to be reversed. History of the Universe is so 


written that nothing will or can stop it — Global 
Warming! 


Pioneers in whatever field are denying this pre- 
destination and can only be applauded for their 
step into the needs of the future. Eric Slaghuis 
has outlined the future in no uncertain manner. It 
is an obvious step to organise a decentralised 
judging of a Salon. It is all too simple, cost 
effective and opens up a host of choices for 
judges and many other byproducts. 


One question, which is currently so topical, is 
that of calibration. It will, | am sure be overcome 
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sooner or later. A problem is a challenge not an 
obstacle despite the effects — the internal com- 
bustion engine on global warming! 


Of far greater concern is not whether this format 
is or is not acceptable. It is inevitable. It will 
happen no matter what our individual opinion may 
be. The computer age has already had a signifi- 
cant effect on the social graces of human nature. 
This will be one more nail in the coffin of the social 
interaction of photography and the people who 
have a passion for the art. 


All we need is to sit up in bed with a laptop and 
an e-mail or Website address. Am I being too 
pessimistic? | leave it up to you to make your own 


conclusion.

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However, take heart, the Eastern Gauteng Re- 
gion is staging a circuit with traditional Slide and 
Print Salons in the New Year, with traditional type 
judging, catalogue, exhibition, hospitality and 
Award Presentation.

Generally speaking, any solid tripod will provide 
adequate support for macro photography. 
Frequently however, we wish to photograph 
something that is quite low down at ground level, 
e.g. photographs of low-level plants, flowers 
hidden in the grass, muchrooms, etc. The normal 
tripods cannot go low enough, and if we da not 
wish to crawl around on our elbows, we have to 
think about specialised equipment. | have tried a 
few in my photographic journey - some work 
well, others less so. 


A similar, but cost effective solution if you already 
own a decent tripod head, is to fix the tripod head 
on a flat piece of wood, about 150mm x 200mm 
x 12mm with a suitable screw (1/4" BSW for the 
technically minded) from underneath. Four nails 
of approximately 100mm length at each of the four 
corners of the piece of wood will keep the plank 
with the tripod head well fixed once they are 
driven into the ground. This obviously only works 
if the ground is fairly soft; on rocks it will definitely 
not be useful.

method has proven itself worldwide, deviate and 
it goes off the rails as it did with the particular 
Salon referred to. 


This is my advice having been involved with more 
Salons than | care to think, as well as having 
chaired the PSSA Salon Co-ordination. Salon 
Directors you do not need the extra hassle or 
entrant dissatisfaction, altering the judging pro- 
cess brings. 


Table tripod 


The table tripod is an extremely useful accessory 
to carry in your photo bag anyway. It doubles 
very nicely as a ground level tripod, and the only 
difficulty is that the height is fixed, i.e. it cannot 
be adjusted. Otherwise this is a very nifty solution, 
as itis easy to manoeuvre around the object you 
wish to photograph, i.e. you are not likely to trip 
over the tripod legs. If you purchase one, get a 
decent one from one of the majors, i.e. Manfrotto, 
Leica, Gitzo etc. 


Whichever way you solve the upside down 
camera problem, this reversed centre post system 
is sometimes prone to vibrations, owing to the 
great distance between the camera and the 
tripod leg connections at the top of the tripod. It 
is however, not quite as bad as the accessory 
arm solution. ! personally only use this setup if I 
have to, e.g. when | have nothing else more 
appropriate available. 


Accessory arm 


In most tripod systems, manufacturers offer an 
accessory arm, or macro arm, that can be mounted 
on top of the column and that allows for the 
camera to be positioned at 90 degrees to the 
column of up to 300mm away from the column. 
Obviously this accessory arm can be used with 
the column in the reversed position, thereby 
moving the camera away from its cramped 
quarters right next to the column underneath the 
tripod legs. This sounds like a very good idea, and 
some tripod manufacturers offer it as a solution 
to the ground level photography. 


This setup has a few problems though. In the first 
place the accessory arm is an additional piece 
that has to be lugged around in the veld together 
with an already heavy tripod. Secondly, even 
though the setup promises great freedom in 
setting heights and getting close to ground level 
from outside the legs of the tripod, it is very prone 
to vibrations from the movements of the camera 
mirror and shutter. This is because the extended 
accessory arm is heavily loaded in an eccentric 
way by the camera on the extended accessory 
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Reversed centre column 

A tripod with a reversible centre column is one 
solution to the problem often mentioned in the 
promotional write-up that accompanies the tripod. 
This sounds very easy but often the space 
between the spread out legs is rather cramped. 
In addition if you use the normal head, the camera 
is upside down. I find it rather difficult to use the 
camera in an upside down position. Some tripod 
heads (such as the Manfrotto 115) allow you to 
turn the camera right side up, which is much 
better. You can also use your normal tripod head, 
but then you have to attach a platform on the 
tripod head on which you can fix the camera right 
side up. 


arm. It only works well with very, very heavy 
tripods. 


VA Tripods 


Many tripods are constructed in such a way that 
the legs can be spread much more than their 
normal angle once a lock has been released. This 
means that the minimum tripod height can be as 
little as 250mm with the legs spread out wide. 
This obviously does not work if the tripod is fitted 
with a centre column, as the column would very 
soon hit the ground and limit the height. Such 
tripods therefore are provided with a separate 
fitting that replaces the centre column if you 
really want to go low. This fitting should therefore 
have a specific place in your camera bag; 
otherwise it may be residing in your cupboard at 
home when you most need it in the veld. 


This is a very sturdy setup and the good thing 
about it is that you do not need to carry a lot of 
extra weight such as an accessory arm. |t is 
certainly a feature to look for when you are 
purchasing a new tripod. The additional cost to 
the normal tripod will be soon forgotten once you 
start appreciating its convenience. 
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Some tripod manufacturers have combined the 
good features of the VA tripod with the accessory 
arm concept. In this case the centre column can 
be removed from the tripod and placed parallel to 
the ground through the top centre column fitting. 
This accessory arm can therefore take your 
camera close to the object to be photographed, 
and the tripod legs will be spread out flat for 
stability. This is a very useful construction and 
one that | use most these days. 


Unique tripods 


Many nature photographers in the UK and in 
Europe use the Benbo or one of its clones. The 
name Benbo was derived from bent bolt, which 
is atthe centre of the tripod holding the three legs 
and the centre column together. This is a very 
special type of tripod that becomes like a spider 
with very loose legs once you release the central 
locking nut. If you do not know how to operate 
it, you will certainly have your camera drop to the 
ground a few times! But once you have mastered 
its idiosyncrasies, it is one of the most versatile 
tripods you can have with you in the veld. 


Another interesting feature of the Benbo is that 
the thin part of the legs is atthe top, andthe thicker 
sections at the bottom. These are however com- 
pletely sealed against water ingress, and the 
Benbo is the only tripod | know of that you could 
place in the water (not too deep though!) without 
having to worry about it getting wet on the inside. 


Due to their design, the Benbo tripods do not 
collapse in as short a manner as most others, and 
they remain quite long for carrying. They are an 
acquired taste, but once you are hooked you will 
not like to use anything else. 
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Tripod leg platform 


A home-made contraption that served me for 
many years is a little platform that supports the 
camera at any height on the side of a tripod leg. 
Two pieces of wood, connected at the one end 
with an appropriate hinge, and grooved internally 
atthe correct angle at the other end, are clamped 
to the extended legs of the tripod. The clamping 
is effected by an adequately long 5mm bolt with 
wing nut that passes right through the two 
pieces of wood at the other end. A1/4" BSW bolt 
that screws into the tripod head from underneath 
completes the gadget. It will take any handy 
craftsman no longer than about 30 minutes to 
make it. The only negative about it is that it does 
not look all that "glitzy" and that you have to carry 
an extra piece of equipment with you. Fortunately 
itis very light, maybe a bit bulky. But it works very 
well. | have not seen a commercial version of 
such a gadget yet. 


Happy hunting with the camera at 
ground level, but please use a tripod!

Reg and ! have attended 34 Congresses and here is what | remember about them.

Exclusivity: There was only one Annual 
National Congress, which lasted for a 
week. There were no separate Nature or 
AV Congresses and no Regional 
Congresses. 


All Inclusive Programme: Lectures started 
at 9am and finished at 10pm. All aspects of 
photography were catered for. There were 
lectures on pictorial subjects, on nature, 
on mono and colour prints, on cine and 
later on AV. Delegates needed to stock up 
on sleep before and after Congress. 


Projection: Originally only one projector 
was used, but at the second Congress I 
attended, Sir George Pollock from England 
introduced dual projection. Thereafter we 
were treated to some wonderful 
Drakensberg landscapes by the Reverend 
Malcolm Pearce who used the new gadgets 
to show lightning etc. Barrie Wilkins began 
to project at future Congresses, using up 
to 6 projectors for shows like "Dem Bones". 
Nowadays a single digital projector 
achieves the same effect and Barrie no 
longer appears as a magician and no 
longer needs to cart all those projectors 
along. A member of the host club now 
normally projects the shows. 


Workshops: Robert Owen gave an 
interesting workshop on nude 
photography. Suddenly all the lights went 
out and we all thought “power-outage”. 
Instead a spotlight came on illuminating a 
glamorous nude posing in a bathtub. Before 
the male delegates could put their tongues 
back, the lights came on again and the 
model vanished. 


Outings: Everyday there would be an 
outing to a photogenic site. Two busses 
would convey delegates. A marvellous 
camaraderie was struck up in the busses 
— something that is lacking these days 


when everyone goes in their own cars. 


Gender of Delegates: Originally 
photography was considered a man's 
hobby and when | was awarded my 
APSSA and was the only woman 
standing in the lineup at the Honours and 
Awards Show, a chap behind Reg said 
to his companion, "who's that dolly-bird 
among all the guys?" Today PSSA has 
a woman President, Vice-President and 
an "Image" Editor and approximately half 
the audience is female. 


Banquets: It is traditional to finish with a 
Congress Banquet. In front of each 
delegate's seat there used to be placed 
a souvenir present and a group 
photograph. The photographs were 
passed around in order to collect 
signatures on the back. André Visser, 
organizer of next years Congress at 
Polokwane has promised me that he will 
revive the custom. 


Originally only wine was supplied at the 
banquet and non-drinkers had to pay for 
themselves. At one Congress when 
Reg was President and | was seated at 
the main table, he ordered a bottle of 
grape juice for me before the toasts 
were about to start. Nothing happened.

deviation from the so-called 'average' score.
